It (til upon a case of petrileiuii, 
which imnacdialely took fire and exploi'-'d 
In ao instant the li, liter (which had 'JoOcaBca 
of pelroloum) was a mass ol liamec Tbe 
ropiB which secured it to the shore wero 
burned and tbe rising tide drove it up tbe 
river toward tbe mass of shipping. EOorts 
were^at oooe.made»-iboogbtlesily sccougb— 
to Boatlle Ibe lighter.' They were saccessful; 
but as it went down under the water tho 
burning petrolei a rose to tho ;iun'aL-e, um: 
soon ouvered half a milo of the river with 
ooe sheet of tierce tlaine, which llualini^ 
caaes ot petroleum continually led.

Hera be 
finds Ihe old wall — that poiiion of it below 
the ground — eoutlDued beyond the apparent 
line ot' division tbove grouod, 'i'he l^ool ot 
Betbaadii, which lie I. ad already ascerluiiied 
to bo u real roacrvoir, concreted and plas- 
tered at tbt) bottom, bus an overflon^ tbroui;h 
a very remarkable chamber made of wrought 
Blooes inside tbe wall ; the slooea are cut 
gimilarly tu tho.^e at the soutti-eaat angle, 
but not appatently so carefully. Charaoturs 
v«"cfe foiiuu oii ihern, copiE;', 3-a::t hsma ii:id 
I'.vainined.
